
Section 9 of chapter 211B of the General Laws, as appearing in
the 2002 Official Edition, is hereby amended by striking out sub-
sections xxiii(a) and (b) and inserting in place thereof the
following subsections:

(xxiii)(a) notwithstanding any general or special law to the con-
trary, the chief justice for administration and management may
transfer funds from any item of appropriation of any trial court
department to any other item of appropriation within the same
trial court department and from any central item of appropriation,
so called, to any other trial court item or items of appropriation
including central items of appropriation.
